agreement was reached, or any other comments: To advance prosecution, Applicant proposed cancelling claims 1-10, 
12-16, 21, 27, 31, 33-37 and 41-50 to pursue the subject matter defined in claims 69-89. In response to the rejection of 
claims 69-89 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph for new matter, applicant argued that the instant application 
adequately discloses antibodies comprising the heavy and light chain CDRs as defined in Figure 1 (i.e., antibody SS) 
as well as the particular mutations presently recited (e.g., see pg. 25 and examples of the as filed specification). 
Applicant also pointed out that antibody E4 did not have nucleotide mutations within a hotspot motif (see pg. 25, lines 
12-13 of the as filed specification). Upon furter consideration and in view of applicants remarks, the as filed disclosure 
has adequate written support for the subject matter defined in claims 69-89. Additionally, the examiner suggested that 
claim 69 be amended to incorporate the limitations of dependent claim 70 to overcome the obviousness rejections (35 
U.S.C. 103(a) and double patenting) in the Office Action mailed 11/4/2005. Similarly, the limitations of claims 80 and 
85 should be incorporated into base claims 79 and 84, respectively, and claim 88 cancelled. Applicant authorized the 
examiner to make the above claim amendments to place the claims in condition for allowance pending an updated 
search. 
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
